On December 25, 1962, SUBJECT and his wife visited the OSWALDS 
at 602 Elsbeth in Dallas and at this same address on Easter Sunday in 
1963. This was the last time ttiat eittier one of the HALLS saw^the 
OSWALDS. SUBJECT stated that usis HARvai became highly agitated when- 
ever the subjects of religion or the free enterprise system in this 
country were mentioned. The HALLS also mentioned that GEQRGE de 
MOHHEHSCHILDT was acquainted with JACQUBIYN KENNEDY' S parents, and that 
w- 1 4.U. ' ' h oT.TATTio V,=++o« -Khar, nn-irnnB .
